COLOUR. 

Colour  Is  piipular  Immuusc  it  apiM-als  to  the  «•><•,  ami  Is  also  usually  ass4Klatf«l 
with  (|uality.  In  all  our  fruits  tlu'  liiKlu-xt  piissilil<>  amount  of  colour  is  dt-nninihtL 
At  tlio  wuno  tlni(>  it  must  not  he  secured  at  the  expenst-  of  other  <iuallties.  hut 
must  ho  healthy  and  attractive  and  typical  of  the  best  in  the  variety.  Any  abnor- 
mality of  colour  scores  low.  hoth  on  type  and  <'olour. 

FORM. 

In  sliaiM',  the  fruit  must  Ih>  tru«'  to  the  tyiK'  of  the  variety.  Some  varietiett 
vary  widely  In  different  districts,  and  in  extreme  cas<'»  tint  off-shnpe  fruit  must 
be  scored  di.wn.  In  many  varieties  of  Irregular  form,  individual  fruits  may  he 
chosen  that  excel  in  miiformlty  and  retfuhirity,  and  wliile  tlu-y  may  s<'ore  hl«h 
on  uniformity,  they  may  Ik-  so  off-type  iis  to  1m>  disi|ualilicd  for  form.  For  this 
reason  it  is  desiruble  ti>  chisise  fniits  rather  more  luiiforni  than  the  usual  t,\)>t'  of 
the  variety. 

UNIFORMITY. 

This  quality  Is  most  imp'>rtant  in  all  classes  of  fruits.  The  individual 
specimens  that  ironiprise  the  entry  sliould  l>e  as  nearly  alike  as  possible.  Uniformity 
Is  the  fundamental  of  suc<-essful  packing  and  is  the  basis  of  fruit-Krading. 

Uniformity  apidles  to  colour,  size.  shai>e.  and  n>nditIon.  Some  varieties  of 
fruit  are  much  more  variable  In  shape  than  others,  as,  for  Instance,  WaRoner  and 
Mcintosh,  as  (•onipared  with  Wealthy,  .Innathan.  and  Northern  S|)y ;  and  In  such 
Irregular  varieties  sudi  perfect  smoothness  as  Is  exi>ected  In  the  latter  kinds  Is 
not  typical  of  the  variety.

COMMERCIAL   VALUE. 

This  Is  scored  In  colle<'tloim  only,  as  In  Ikix  classes  each  variety  Is  supposed  to 
have  a  class  for  Itself.  Where  a  district  Is  not  yet  at  the  marketing  stage,  the 
Judge  will  make  as  c-orrect  an  estimate  as  possible  of  the  relative  commercial  values 
of  the  varieties  In  competition. 

NAMING  OF  SPECIMENS. 

Fruits  must  be  correctly  nnmed.  In  plate  fruits,  where  it  is  assumed  that  all 
the  plates  are  named,  the  Judge  may  disqualify  for  omission  or  misnaming.  The 
names  of  varieties  should  be  liislste*!  on  In  all  exhibits,  mid  espeilally  In  collections 
and  commercial  disiilays,  because  their  absence  greatly  detracts  from  the  e<lucntlonal 
value  of  the  Judge's  di-cisloii.  LaU'la  should  be  iicnt,  legible,  and  convenient  to 
see,  but  should  not  be  pasted  or  pinned  to  the  fruit.
